Bart Maves, Niagara Falls 
regional councillor and for¬ 
mer MPP for Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, Niagara Falls and Fort 
Erie, will be the Progressive 
Conservative party's candi¬ 
date for the riding in the next 
provincial election. 

It will be the third time he 
has faced off against Liberal 
Kim Craitor, after losing to 
him twice. 

Maves says he doesn't con¬ 
sider that a factor—each elec¬ 
tion has its own dynamics, as 
will this one. 

He points to Rob Nicholson, 
who lost twice to former 
Liberal MP Gary Pillitteri and 
then came back to not only 
win a seat for the PCs but 
became Minister of Justice 
and Attorney General. 

Maves has known Craitor 
since before they became 
political opponents, when 
Maves was the MPP and 
Craitor was a Niagara Fails city 
councillor.

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Video will commemorate 200th anniversary of the day the town was torched

It was a bitterly cold and 
windy December day in 1813 
when American soldiers 
began their march with 
torches, setting fire to most 
of the homes in what is now 
the Old Town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

It was a similarly biting 
and blustery day when a 
group of volunteer re-enac- 
tors gathered at a Hunter 
Road raspberry farm last 
week to recreate the burning 
of the town for a video being 
filmed for a December 


The video will be shown 
on a big screen outdoors in 
Market Square at Niagara on 
Fire, the event that com¬ 
memorates the 200th anni¬ 
versary of the day the town 
was torched. 

Tony Chisholm, organizer 


of the event, said there was 
discussion of canceling the 
filming because of the 
extreme weather. 

"We had a set ready to go, 
but the winds were so bad 
we couldn't set the fire. We 
were afraid we'd burn down 
the neighbouring orchards. 

But the day looked so much 
like that day in history, we 
went ahead and did some of 
the filming." 

The fire was eventually lit 
and the burning filmed at 
dusk last Wednesday, 
women and children volun¬ 
teer re-enactors huddling 
outside in the snow while 
winds howled around them, 
just as they did that day 200 
years ago. 

Re-enactors with 
American uniforms came 
from Fort Erie and Old Fort 
Niagara, along with a group 
of Canadian Volunteers, to

The impressive set built 
for the video included a 
house facade and antique 
furniture, while period cos¬ 
tumes, torches, rifles—and, 
of course, flames—all added 
to the realism of the re-en¬ 
actment 

A small bam on the prop¬ 
erty was cleared out and set 
up with heaters, and cars 
parked around the set were 
left running to provide some 
warmth for the volunteers. 

"I was amazed how 
everyone kept their sense of 
humour despite the bitter 
cold," said Chisholm. 

"No one grumbled and 
they all stayed until the bit¬ 
ter end of the filming." 

The video will tell the 
story of the burning of the 
town, what led up to it, and 
its consequences, says 
Chisholm. 

It shows American sym¬ 
pathizer Joseph Willcocks, 
who had organized the 
Canadian Volunteers, a 
group of soldiers who sided 
with the Americans during 


the War of 1812, as the man 
who campaigned to have 
the town destroyed. 

When General George 
McClure, the American offi¬ 
cer who took command of 
Fort George, realized he had 
lost too many men to retain 
control, he decided to 

Willcocks, who had made 
many enemies among the 
British and locals as he loot¬ 
ed their homes and took 
their men prisoners, sug¬ 
gested burning the town, 
and McClure agreed. 

Untilthen, says Chisholm, 
"it had been a gentlemen's 
war. This was a real turning 
point, the first step toward 
making it a reafly nasty 

Historic accounts say the 
British were shocked by 
what they saw when they 
arrived as the Americans 
fled—homes reduced to 
burning piles of rubble, 
streets littered with furni¬ 
ture that had been dragged 
from homes, women and 
children outside in the cold, 
huddling for warmth. 


Retaliation was swift and 
strong: the British captured 
Fort Niagara and burned 
Lewiston, Buffalo and Black 
Rock within just a few days. 
Later came the burning of 
Washington, which includ¬ 
ed the White House. 

The video will be less 
than 10 minutes in length, 
but will be action-packed 
and effective, says 
Chisholm. 

"We're not getting any 
government money for this 
film, so it's not going to be 
fancy. But we've had lots of 
great volunteer help and 
tremendous financial sup¬ 
port from the community. It 
will be the legacy of this 

Many of the volunteers 
are talented locals, says 
Chisholm, including Mario 
Iaizzo, the official video pro¬ 
ducer ofbicentennial events, 
and Barbara Worthy, who 
wrote the script. 

After its December pre¬ 
view, the video will be for 
sale at various locations in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, and 
given to local schools.

show upstairs at Corks Wine 
Bar, one of four stand-up 
comics performing. 

He also has a show lined 
up in Niagara Falls, at the 
Cove on Dunn Street 
Saturday. 

But as busy as he is with 
his comedy routine, he still 
needs his day job in Toronto 
to pay the bills. Fortunately 
for him, it's one he also

tomed to performing in 
front of friends—roasting 
them is often part of his 
show—his appearance on 
Queen Street in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake is a first for 
him, and an exciting oppor¬ 
tunity. But will he be ner¬ 
vous performing in his 
home town? 

"I haven't been nervous 
about performing for years. 
The most comfortable part 
of my day is when I walk up 
on stage. I'm always excited 
to get up there." 

Luckily he doesn't need 
much sleep. He's able to 
regularly stay up until the 
early morning hours, often 
not getting to bed before 3 
a.m., and then report for his 
day job without feeling 
tired, he says. 

Likely, that's because he 
has a passion for what he 
does that energizes him. 

He admits to being the 
class clown as a youngster, 
and started writing jokes as 
a teenager, but he likes to 
kid his long-time friend 
from St. Davids, Paul Harber, 
about delaying his 
career as a comic by 
a good 10 years by 
finding the jokes and 
tearing them up 
because he thought 
they were terrible. It 
was a decade later 
that, at the age of 28, 
when he stepped on

to the stage for the first time, 
and as nerve-wracking as it 
was, he got a great response 
from the audience. 

He describes his comedy 
routine as mostly a self- 
deprecating kind of humour. 
He finds it easy to make fun 
of himself. His family, most¬ 
ly his father, Chris, comes a 
close second, and he loves 
to roast his brothers. His 
mother, who comes to most 
of his Niagara shows, is not 
immune from the occasion¬ 
al jab, he says. 

His father has yet to see 


him perform, possibly out 
of fear that the jokes target¬ 
ed at his family are much 
worse than they really are, 
says Paul. 

He also likes to work in 
the odd joke about his time 
as an alter boy at St. Vincent 
de Paul, especially when 
he's performing in Niagara. 

Although he started out 
relying mostly on dirty jokes 
and cheap laughs, he says 
he has improved since his 
early performances.

His jokes are cleaner 
and smarter now, he 
says. And when in 
Niagara, he likes to tell 
stories related to "back 
home,"jokeshewouldn't 
tell in Toronto. 

While the comedy 
scene is portrayed as a 
cut-throat business, he 
says that's more of a U.S. 
attitude. 

"What I see is a bunch 
of people who all want 
to get to the same place 
together. We all help 
each other." 

And he has more fun 
every time he performs, 
making new friends in 


the comedy communi¬ 
ty- 

He says he looks at 
his comedy act as "a 
really good hobby. I 
could spend the night 
watching TV or I could 
get out to a club, tell 
some jokes and hang 
out with my friends. I 
prefer to do that." 

Until recently, how¬ 
ever, there was no com¬ 
edy scene in Niagara 
offering opportunities 
for people like him to 
perform locally. 

David Green, a friend 
of his and also a comic, 
is working on changing 
that. Green has arranged 
monthly shows at the 
Angel Inn, weekly shows 


in the Walk-In Cafe Bar 
on Victoria Street in 
Niagara Falls, and bi¬ 
weekly at the Celtic Pub 
in St. Catharines. 

Without Green's 
efforts, Niagara comics 
would have to travel to 
Hamilton or Toronto to 
perform, as they did 
before he began to work 
at building a local com¬ 
edy scene, says Paul.

Jeff Paul Presents: Corks 
Comedy Hour, and will

Dance to end violence against women 


The Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
taken a proactive step in ensuring that if 
infrastructure funding becomes available, 
it will be ready to weigh in on whether or 
not to apply for a grant to build an indoor 
swimming pool in the community. 

Councillor Jim Collard has been on 
council for many years, and knows there 
has always been interest in an indoor pool. 
It is a discussion that surfaces fairly regu¬ 
larly, and he is to be commended for ask¬ 
ing the town to be prepared. 

Recently a Facebook page was created 
in support of a pool, so that families can 
swim year round close to home. We know 
there is interest, but we don’t know the 
cost, other than that it will be substantial. 

The cost of an indoor pool goes beyond 
construction. Anyone who owns a small 


pool at home knows how expensive it can 
be to maintain. Even if the town were to 
receive infrastructure funding and groups 
around town raise funds, there will still 
likely be a burden to taxpayers for the 
maintenance to run an indoor pool. 

While it would be great to take a five- 
minute drive to enjoy a dip year round, it 
could post a financial burden to the com¬ 
munity. Some indoor pools (according to 
online surveys) can cost anywhere from 
$500,000 to several million annually to 
run, depending on showers, lockers and 
change rooms. 

It is good to see the Town taking the 
steps necessary in looking at the feasibility 
of indoor pool. It is reassuring to know 
council is interested in investing in the 
future of the community.

Thanks to 
council for 
listening 

As a long time resident 
of Line 9 in St. Davids, I 
would like to thank our 
town council for making 
our road a safer place for 
residents, visitors and 
wildlife. 

Council recently pro¬ 
posed and passed legisla¬ 
tion to make 60km-h the 
legal and enforceable 
speed limit on our road. 

To my delight, the 60 
km-h signage appeared 
within 48 hours of their 
decision. I commend 
council in the almost 
unanimous polled vote for 
safety over speed. 

Unfortunately, one 
council member did not 
support the change, and I 
only hope he shows more 
concern for safety issues in 
the future. 

When the residents of 
Line 9 and town council 


started the dialogue to ad¬ 
dress pedestrian, equestri¬ 
an, recreational user and 
wildlife safety, it seemed 
that a 70 km-h limit was 
going to be the result. 

However, council took 
the time to consider the 
recommendations of 
Ontario's Chief Coroner, 
Dr. Andrew McCallum and 
numerous studies which 
all demonstrated that 
speed reduction is first 
and foremost in reduc¬ 
ing pedestrian and driver 
injuries. 

While it has been well 
demonstrated that 50 
km-h is safer than 70 
km-h, the compromise 
made by Council of 60 
km-h is a step in the right 
direction. 

It is reassuring to see 
that our elected Town 
Council responds to the 
specific needs of our com¬ 
munity. 

Thank you for making 
our road safer for all.

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Issue at provinicial level could have a significant impact on the future of NOTL Hydro 


Town weighs in on 
provincial hydro 
'policies that could 
impact residents 


There is an important 
issue at the provincial level 
which could have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on the future of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Hydro. 

Town Council wants to 
make residents aware of these 
developments because NOTL 
Hydro is wholly owned by the 
citizens of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, who have been stake¬ 
holders in the organization 
since 2000. 

We have been served well 
by the organization, and it 
has generated revenues and 
built equity value for our 
community. 

In the summer of 2012, the 
provincial government 
appointed an Ontario 
Distribution Sector Review

Council Corner 


Panel to look at how electri¬ 
cal utilities, known as Local 
Distribution Companies 
(LDCs), can deliver improved, 
cost-effective service to their 
customers while still support¬ 
ing future economic growth 
in Ontario. 

The panel, made up of 3 
former MPPs, issued their 
report, Renewing Ontario’s 
Electricity Distribution 
Section - Putting the 
Customer First, in early 
December. 

After a series of consulta¬ 
tions (none of which includ¬ 


ed NOTL Hydro nor most of 
the other small LDCs), the 
panel recommended the cre¬ 
ation of eight super LDCs 
with a customer base of 
between 500,000 and 600,000 
each. 

Furthermore, all of the 
province’s LDCs (including 
NOTL Hydro) would be given 
two years to voluntarilymerge 
into these super entities. If 
LDCs fail to start moving on 
this within six months, the 
panel suggested legislation 
be introduced to force the 
mergers. 

First of all, the whole point 
of this exercise originated 
from the Drummond Report 
which suggested ways to 
reduce Ontario’s budget. A 
review of Ontario’s LDCs was 
one of the things the govern¬ 
ment acted on - even though 
these costs are not a govern¬ 
ment expense and would 
have no impact on the pro¬ 
vincial deficit. 

Secondly, we believe the 
panel’s report to be flawed 
and does not accurately rep¬ 


resent the value of this utility 
to our community. 

Town Council has formal¬ 
ly gone on record to express 
fills view through a motion 
passed at its meeting on Jan. 
21,2013. 

The report focuses solely 
on the operations, mainte¬ 
nance and administration 
costs of Ontario’s 75 small 
and medium LDCs (the 20 
lowest rates in the province 
are dominated by these 
smaller distributors - NOTL 
Hydro among them) without 
addressing the staggering 
costs of the two largest facili¬ 
ties - Hydro One and Toronto 
Hydro - who are among those 
with the highest rates in the 
province. 

Furthermore, only 22 per¬ 
cent of a customer's electric¬ 
ity bill goes to the local distri¬ 
bution company. The balance 
- 78 percent - goes to the 
actual electricity charge, 
transmission, debt retirement 
and regulatory charges. 

Over the last ten years, 
regulatory spending alone, 


via the Ontario Energy Board, 
has almost tripled. 

NOTL Hydro remains one 
of the more profitable LDCs 
in the province on a per cus¬ 
tomer basis and over the last 
three years, has provided $3 
million to its shareholder 
(The Corporation of the Town 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake). 

It also provides integrated 
and cost-effective water-

Several police cars closed off an 
area in Virgil Tuesday for a short 
period of time after receiving a call 
from someone who thought they 
had seen a person get out of a 
vehicle and enter a home carrying 
an assault rifle.

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Town to investigate feasibility of indoor pool at community centre 


Staff to gather 
data regarding 
an indoor pool 
as the idea gains 
momentum among

When the idea put 
forth to build an indoor 
pool in any community is 
introduced it tends to get 
a positive response, so it's 
no surprise that a 
Facebook page devoted to 
eliciting community sup¬ 
port is doing just that. 

Councillor Jim Collard 


says it's an issue that has 
received some support in 
town for almost 30 years. 

Talk of an indoor pool 
has been circulating in 
the community for 
decades, Collard said 
when he made a motion 
at last week's council 
meeting to investigate the 
feasibility of an idea that 
is gaining momentum. 

It has come up about 
every 10 years since he 
first ran for council in 
1984, he says. 

At that time, when an 
indoor pool was part of 
his campaign, informa¬ 
tion from other munici¬ 
palities financing indoor 
pools wasn’t as readily 
available. 

Collard's motion to 
council last week asked 


staff to take a more in- 
depth look at the cost of 
building and operating an 
indoor, year-round pool 
at the community centre. 

Acommunity Facebook 
page which calls on sup¬ 
port for an indoor pool 
indicates it's something 
many residents would like 
to see in their communi¬ 
ty- 

The Facebook page 
suggests the next step is 
to set up a trust account 
with the town for fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

Despite the pool being 
popular within the com¬ 
munity, Councillor Jamie 
King expressed his con¬ 
cern that council is explor¬ 
ing the idea just because 
it’s popular on Facebook. 

The motion doesn’t 


promise a pool, but may 
provide information that 
could be useful down the 
road if more infrastruc¬ 
ture funding becomes 
available, said Collard. 

Town staff already has 
a lot of work on its hands 
and Councillor Andrea 
Kaiser said she's con¬ 
cerned that this request 
would add more, but 
Mike Galloway, the 
town's chief administra¬ 
tive officer, said the 
request wasn’t a large 
one, and wouldn’t take 
up too much staff time. 

Council approved 
Collard's motion to inves¬ 
tigate the costs of build¬ 
ing and maintaining an 
indoor pool and staff will 
return with a report to 
council at a later date.

Red Roof Retreat received 
a large financial boost over 
the holiday season, thanks 
to their first annual Gifts 
from the Heart campaign. 

Their goal was to reach 
$60,000 and as the cam¬ 
paign wrapped up, Steffanie 
Bjorgan, executive director 
of Red Roof, was worried 
that they wouldn’t reach 
that target. 

“It was then that we had 
three major donations come 
in, from The United Way, 
Trinity Global Foundation 
and Genaire,” she said. 

Those donations, and the 
generosity of all who donat¬ 
ed, pushed them over their 
goal for the campaign. 

The donation received 
from Genaire was through 
an employee-matching 

“The employees there 
are just awesome,” said 
Bjorgan. 

“We’re pretty excited 
about this. It puts us in a 
really good position and 
helps us meet our budget." 

Genaire has more than 
60 years of experience in the 
manufacture, repair and 
overhaul of both commer¬ 
cial and military aircraft 
components and support 
equipment. The Niagara- 
on-the-Lake company has 


locations at the Niagara 
District Airport and on King 
Street. 

The proceeds raised will 
go toward keeping programs 
affordable for special needs 
families, sustaining current 
programs and decreasing 
wait-list times, developing 
new programs and identify¬ 
ing other ways to reach more 
children and adults and 
support special needs fami¬ 
lies by continuing to provide 
safe, secure care at their 
'home away from home.’ 

Red Roof Retreat is run 
on fundraising, without 
funding from any level of 
government. 

“If we can’t raise funds, 
we can’t run,” said Bjorgan. 

Since they opened their 
doors they’ve expanded sig¬ 
nificantly, with 100 families 
enrolled, including 30 fami¬ 
lies who take part in their 
respite program which 
allows children and young 
adults with special needs to 
stay for the weekend, giving 
their families a break. 

“It’s a lot of work to look 
after someone with special 
needs. Sometimes the fami¬ 
lies just need a weekend 
break,” she said. 

Bu she has a large binder 
of people who sit on the 
waiting list for respite care. 

“We're being responsible 
for the future too, and always 
looking towards the future. 
We’d like to expand at some 
point to allow more families 
to utilize our service,” she 

In the past Red Roof 
Retreat has held holiday 
fundraisers in the form of 
matching grants, but 
Bjorgan said that due to the 
overwhelming success of 


Gifts from the Heart, she 
hopes this will be an annual 

“It’s nice to have one 
fundraiser that is a big suc¬ 
cess rather than holding a 
lot of smaller ones.” 

Red Roof Retreat is the 
only organization of its kind 
in the region. As well as 
year-round weekend respite 
care, it provides day pro¬ 
grams and specialty camps 
for children and young 
adults with special needs. 

At Red Roof Retreat 
Summer Camp special 
needs children and young 
adults, aged five to 21, meet 
new friends and experience 
new activities. 

Through nature, the 
hobby farm, crafts, and play 
activities, each child has a 
chance to discover their 
own talents. At Red Roof's 
Ranch, children have a 
chance to explore nature 
and interact with farm ani¬ 
mals. Camps are located 
both at the Ranch and at 
The Niagara Peninsula 
Children’s Centre where 
campers participate in 
swimming, crafts, and ther¬ 
apeutic gym activities. 
Outings into the community 
are also part of the pro¬ 
gram.

Craitor may have a repu¬ 
tation as a nice guy, but 
Maves says he won't be 
attacking Craitor or his Ilk- 
ability, he'll be attacking the 
issues—the fact that 
Craitor's Liberal govern¬ 
ment has run up huge defi¬ 
cits and doubled the provin¬ 
cial debt, that Craitor was 
unable to stop the loss of 
slots at the Fort Erie Race 
Track, that unemployment 
has skyrocketed. 

"Kim and I have never 
attacked each other on per¬ 
sonal issues. We don't 
debate whether he's a nice 
guy or attends a lot of birth¬ 


day parties or anniversaries.

And last week's choice of 
Kathleen Wynne as premier, 
who served beside Dalton

$19,000 surplus 
for festival a 
$1.5 million 
turnaround 

The Shaw Festival 
announced Friday it ended 
the 2012 season with a 
$19,000 surplus, following 
two years of losses. 

At Friday's annual gen¬ 
eral meeting held in the 
lobby of the Festival 
Theatre, outgoing chair 
Gary Comerford congratu¬ 
lated the management 
team and board on the 
surplus and recalled the 
words of treasurer Hazel 
Claxton in January 2012 
when she spoke of the 
need to address the defi¬ 
cits by taking "aggressive 
action to right size the cost 
structure to align to more 
conservative revenue esti- 

Comerford said man¬ 


agement and the Festival 
board had responded to 
the challenge and set a 
direction over the past 12 
months that had achieved 
a remarkable outcome in 
spite of the difficult eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

The Festival posted a 
deficit of $1.5 million for 
2011, its 50th anniversary 
season, despite an increase 
in ticket sales. 

Comerford also thanked 
Artistic Director Jackie 
Maxwell, who for eight 
months assumed the posi¬ 
tion of executive director 
following the retirement of 
Colleen Blake. 

Maxwell, director of 
finance Thom Friesen, and 
the management team as a 
whole had worked hard to 
make progress towards 
financial sustainability, 
avoid additional deficits 
and weather some chal¬ 
lenging revenue shortfalls,

Elaine Calder, who 
Joined the Shaw in 
September as executive 
director, took no credit for 
the financial results. She 
said she was impressed by 
the thoughtful approach 
taken by the board and the 
discipline practiced by the 
company in ensuring a 


$1.5 million turnaround in 
a single year. 

“As we celebrate our 
financial turnaround, we 
must also toast our 2012 
season which saw artistic 
triumphs beyond our 
expectations,” said Ms. 
Maxwell. 

“Ragtime enabled us to 
start our second 50 years 
with a new and vital story 
previously untold at The 
Shaw and packed, hugely 
enthusiastic houses were 
the result," she said. 

"Our Shaw plays were 
tremendously successful 
and our brilliant ensemble 
dazzled in shows as diverse 
as Hedda Gabler and His 
Girl Friday, Come Back, 
Little Sheba and Present 
Laughter. Guided by strong 
direction and vivid designs, 
our storytelling was rich, 
detailed and compelling.” 

The $1.5 million

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Major advances in prostate treatment 


"A successful non-surgical treatment 
for enlarged prostate gland is cause for 
rejoicing among the thousands of mature 
men who yearly face the possibility of 
becoming a victim of this painful and 
dangerous affliction," reported The 
Journal of the Marne Medical 
Associationin March 1958. 

Since that time there have been major 
advances in the non-surgical treatment 
of enlarged prostate glands (benign pro¬ 
static hypertrophy). 

Normally, during male urination, the 
size of the urinary stream is about one- 
quarter of an inch. But as men age the 
prostate gland enlarges, squeezes the 
urethra (urinary tube), and may reduce 
its size to l-16th of an inch. If it reaches 
zero, emergency surgery is required. 

Benign prostatic hypertrophy (BPH) 
is almost like getting gray hair. In Canada, 
it's estimated that 25 per cent of men over 
50 have BPH, 40 to 60 per cent over the 
age of 60, and of those over 80, more than 
80 per cent have this problem. 

Fortunately, this common trouble 
does not result in malignancy. But it's 
possible to have BPH and cancer at the 

Most patients complain of urinary 
frequency, often at night, leakage, drib¬ 
bling, hesitancy, straining to void and 
being aware that they have not com¬ 
pletely emptied their bladder. And, 
although prostate enlargement is a com¬ 
mon sign of BPH, the severity of symp¬ 
toms is not direcdy related to prostate 

Chronic urinary retention, by leaving 
some urine in the bladder, often leads to 
urinary infection. Patients with BPH are 
also more prone to bladder stones and 
infections involving kidneys. 

BPH can also have a negative impact 
on a patient's quality of life. For instance, 
men often suffer from sexual dysfunc¬ 
tion, insomnia and decreased ability to 
carry out daily tasks. And if BPH is associ¬ 
ated with obesity and hypertension, they 
are more likely to complain of severe 
lower urinary tract symptoms. 

Today, about 15 per cent of prostatec-

tomies are required to relieve urinary 
obstruction. Improved surgical tech¬ 
niques have made this operation less 
hazardous. But medical treatment should 
also be considered first, except in emer¬ 
gency situations where there is sudden, 
complete, urinary obstruction. 

One of the problems of past medica¬ 
tion has been its effect on the prostate 
gland and the circulatory system. This 
has resulted in an improved urinary flow 
but caused a dilatation of blood vessels 
and a fall in blood pressure. Moreover, it 
was necessary to have a waiting period 
between meals and dosing. 

Dr. Leonard S. Marks at the University 
of California at Los Angeles reports a 
study involving 821 patients in The 
Journal of Urology. He states that 
“Rapaflo” circumvents this problem by 
specifically targeting smooth muscle 
receptors of the prostate and urethra, 
causing them to relax without having a 
significant effect on the circulatory sys¬ 
tem. During the nine month study there 
were no cardiac problems and dizziness 
occurred in only 2.6 per cent of patients. 
But this symptom was also present in 
those not receiving this medication. 

Dosage is one pill a day with meals, 
increasing urine flow within two to six 
horns, with overall improvement over 
the following year.
